Dear Governor Palin, 

I would like to start with "we need your help and support". My name is Dan Klaes. I am the 
Mayor of the City of Bettles, a community that is rural and not attached to the road system. I 
also own a small business in Bettles and a current member of the State of Alaska Aviation 
Advisory Board. The cost of oil has created a serious crisis for rural Alaska. This is an 
immediate crisis, not a future event. If the current situation is not addressed in the very near term, 
what little economies in the rural communities are in danger of collapse. Residents are being 
forced to make the decision to "heat or eat". This is an appalling concept in a state which is 
reaping such tremendous income from the high price of oil. We are going to see a "migration" of 
residents from rural Alaska to our larger communities as they cannot afford to stay. 



1 1/9/2009 
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It is in the best interests of the State of Alaska and the residents to foster ways to reduce the dependence 
on oil in Alaska. Alternative sources of energy are expensive to install and have a very limited 
capability to produce energy on a year round basis, making most cost prohibitive, The way to make 
alternative energy more affordable is to spread the cost for installation over the entire year by receiving 
benefits from the system during times they produce little energy. Solar has potential to provide 
substantial excess amounts of power during our long periods of sunlight during the summer months in 
Bettles. The problem is, there are no economical ways to store that excess power. One possible way to 
make alternative energy sources more affordable is through Net Metering. Over 40 states have now 
passed net metering in one form or another. Alaska needs to do the same. Net metering is required under 
the Energy Policy act of 2005 signed by the president and states: 

SEC. 1251. NET METERING AND ADDITIONAL STANDARDS. 



(a) Adoption of Standards- Section 1 1 1 (d) of the Public Utility Regulatory Policies Act of 1 978 ( 1 6 
U.S.C. 2621(d)) is amended by adding at the end the following: 

"(11) NET METERING- Each electric utility shall make available upon request net metering service to 
any electric consumer that the electric utility serves. For purposes of this paragraph, the term 'net 
metering service' means service to an electric consumer under which electric energy generated by that 
electric consumer from an eligible on-site generating facility and delivered to the local distribution 
facilities may be used to offset electric energy provided by the electric utility to the electric consumer 
during the applicable billing period. 

The use of alternative energy in rural Alaska has numerous benefits including: 

1 . lower cost to produce 

2. reduced oil consumption 

3. reduce carbon output 

4. reducing energy cost for residents 

Generation of electricity by alternative sources would allow utilities to "downsize" generating capacity 
during the peak times of alternative production. 

Rather than having each utility address net metering, a statewide policy is desirable and essential, to 
allow individuals and businesses to make the substantial investment required. 
Creating a grant, or no interest loan program, by the State of Alaska would substantially help speed up 
the installation of alternative energy sources and see a reduction in energy cost and dependency on oil. It 
would truly be an investment in the future of Alaska. 

I am asking that you, as Governor, consider introducing a bill to the legislature to create a statewide 
policy in the Alaska Statutes regarding net metering. I have reviewed numerous laws from a number of 
states and have drafted a possible bill that I feel fits Alaska. I am enclosing that draft for your reference. 
I would also ask the State of Alaska research the concept of grant or loan programs to speed up the use 
of alternative energy in rural Alaska.

Good morning Linda. 

I'm sorry I didn't get back to you sooner but I was in Juneau last week. Linda, we are going through the 
public process for adoption of a 'Lake Use Plan' as you should have been aware from attending the last 
public meeting. Cheryl Fuglestad Is the Willow Lake Compromise Committee Chairperson. She, on 
behalf of the landowners, submitted a proposal which we used as a basis for the plan that was submitted 
back to the Committee. I'm sorry if you didn't directly receive the Committee's draft or the draft sent to the 
Committee. 

We (the Committee and the State) wanted to get something down in print that gives us a starting point for 
negotiations. We felt that the plan needed to get closer to ready, before we disseminated to every 
landowner and aviation user for their input. I have received comment from the Committee on our 
reworked version and I will be contacting Cheryl tomorrow to discuss the plan. If needs be, we will set up 
a working meeting to hash out details of a plan. If you'd like to participate please let me or Cheryl know. 

The departments authority to initiate and implement a plan for use of the lake can be found under: 

AS 02.10.010, Supervision over aeronautics and communication regulations: (b) "The department shall, 
whenever it considers the action necessary in the interest of general safety or the safety of those 
engaged in aeronautics, adopt regulations establishing minimum standards with which all air navigation 
facilities shall comply, and shall adopt and enforce regulations to safeguard from accident and to protect 
the safety of persons operating or using aircraft and persons and property on the ground, and to develop 
and promote aeronautics and communications in the State...." 

AS 02.15.020. Powers of department: (a), "The department may perform acts, issue and amend orders, 
and adopt reasonable general or special regulations and procedures, and establish minimum standards, 
consistent with the provisions of this chapter, as it considers necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
chapter."; 

AS 02.15.060. Establishment, operation, and maintenance : The department may plan ; establish, 
construct, enlarge, maintain, equip, operate, regulate, protect, and police airports and air navigation 
facilities within the state." 

Linda, it was never the intent of the department to invoke 'eminent domain' over landowners or zone the 
land around the lake to minimize incompatible land uses (AS 02.25.030-050). What were originally 
presented by the department's aviation design group were alternatives. One of the alternatives was to 
formalize runways on the lake and if that were to occur, then the department would be faced with 
purchasing certain properties around the lake. This alternative has been removed from consideration. 

Personally, I'd like for the issue to be resolved at the local level. I was hoping that the land owners and 
the aviation users could come to an accord without the department's involvement. While I appreciate that 
people want this matter to go away, I don't see that happening without a written plan. Hopefully, this will 
be accomplished before year end. With your knowledge of land rights, your assistance to make this plan 
work would be greatly appreciated

I've read your proposed Willow lake plan that you sent to Cheryl Fuglestad and no other property owners (that I 
know of, please correct me if I am wrong). It sounds very much like a plan that is written for one air taxi operator, 
it pretty much destroys the historical use of the lake. At this point we truly question your authority to change the 
historical use of Willow Lake. Please provide us with the documentation from your Commissioner as to your 
authority to create a lake plan with no public process. 

Ron you should know that there is a process in place that the State of Alaska requires when State 
Agencies decide to make area plans/lake plans and the process involves many things, one of which is a 
committee of more than one person. This is necessary because plans restrict uses of State owned 
land/water and all of the public need to have the opportunity to give their comments. IF DOT would 
have informed the public in 1964 of these potential water restrictions and DOT'S eminent domain 
authority as DNR requested by letter dated August 11, 1964 we more than likely would not be having 
this discussion. Public Notice was ignored in 1964 and it appears DOT is trying to ignore the public 
process again. One person is not the public. 

Alaska Statutes were written for a reason. DOT needs to comply. 

Again, the threat for DOT to use eminent domain to take our properties needs to go away. Hopefully 
you have discussed this very big problem with your department heads and have more of an answer 
than we don't have to worry about our property be taken during this administration, however who 
knows what the next 4 years will bring. That of course is not a satisfactory answer to me and others. 
Please inform me if you can be of any help or have any answers that can make me smile.

However, you did use that 
threat against us (the private property owners) at every public meeting at the Willow Community Center 
with exception of the last meeting on October 10, 2007. And if you remember the meeting chaired by 
Senator Huggins was recorded. 

Ron, you said at the last meeting our land is safe during this administration but you could not speak for 
future administrations. Is your attached email stating something different? 

Are you against management of the lake reverting to DNR? From the information received at the last 
meeting (October 10, 2007), federal funding maybe an issue.

At this point we truly question your authority to 
change the historical use of Willow Lake. Please provide us with the documentation from your Commissioner as 
to your authority to create a lake plan with no public process. 

Ron you should know that there is a process in place that the State of Alaska requires when State 
Agencies decide to make area plans/lake plans and the process involves many things, one of which is 
a committee of more than one person. This is necessary because plans restrict uses of State owned 
land/water and all of the public need to have the opportunity to give their comments. IF DOT would 
have informed the public In 1964 of these potential water restrictions and DOT's eminent domain 
authority as DNR requested by letter dated August 11, 1964 we more than likely would not be having 
this discussion. Public Notice was ignored in 1964 and it appears DOT is trying to ignore the public 
process again. One person is not the public. 

Alaska Statutes were written for a reason. DOT needs to comply. 

Again, the threat for DOT to use eminent domain to take our properties needs to go away. Hopefully 
you have discussed this very big problem with your department heads and have more of an answer 
than we don't have to worry about our property be taken during this administration, however who 
knows what the next 4 years will bring. That of course is not a satisfactory answer to me and others. 
Please inform me if you can be of any help or have any answers that can make me smile.

The Tribe's position is that it's assets 
should not be put at risk in a lawsuit by a waiver of immunity for such a small grant In a letter dated October 29, 
2007, the Tribe asks you to accept a substitute such as naming the state as an insured, or simply quit requiring 
waivers any longer from Tribes for grants under $100,000, 

Channel 2 has contacted DHSS and been sent a copy of the Tribe's October 29 H 2007 letter. I also believe DHSS 
told the reporter that these types of waivers have been required as a condition of receiving grant funds for many 
years and the requirements are in statute or regulation or both. 1 am not sure if this will develop into an actual

Supreme Court Jurisdiction 

The term "jurisdiction" means a court's legal power and authority to hear particular types of cases. 
The supreme court has final state appellate jurisdiction in civil and criminal matters: 

1 . CIVIL APPEALS : The supreme court must accept appeals from final decisions by the superior 
court in civil cases (including cases which originated in administrative agencies). 

2. The supreme court may exercise its discretion to accept: 

a. CRIMINAL APPEALS, from decisions of the court of appeals or upon certification from the 
court of appeals that the case involves a significant question of constitutional law or an issue of 
substantial public interest; and 

b. PETITIONS, from non-final decisions by the superior court in civil cases and from final 
decisions of the superior court on review of the district court's decisions in civil matters. 

3. ORIGINAL APPLICATIONS: The supreme court may also exercise its discretion to hear matters 
in which relief is not otherwise available, including bar admission and attorney discipline matters 
and questions of state law certified from the federal courts.

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Supreme Court Justices 
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Chief Justice Dana Fabe has served on the Supreme Court since March 
1 996 and is the first woman to serve on the court. Chief Justice Fabe was 
born in Cincinnati, Ohio on March 29, 1951. She holds a B.A. degree 
from Cornell University and a J.D. degree from Northeastern University 
School of Law. Chief Justice Fabe clerked for Justice Edmond W. Burke 
of Alaska Supreme Court in 1976-77. She served as a staff attorney for 
the Alaska Public Defender Agency from 1 977-8 1, and in 1981 she was 
appointed by the governor to be Chief Public Defender for Alaska. She 
was a member of the Board of Governors of the Alaska Bar Association 
in 1987-88. Chief Justice Fabe was appointed to the superior court bench 
in Anchorage in 1 988. She was Deputy Presiding Judge of the Third 
Judicial District from 1992-95, as well as a Training Judge for the Third 
Judicial District. She served as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court from 
July 2000-2003 and was elected second vice-president of the Conference 
of Chief Justices. She began her current term as Chief Justice in July 
2006. She is a member of the Board of Directors of the American 
Judicature Society. She currently chairs the Alaska Supreme Court's Civil 
Rules Committee, the Alaska Supreme Court's Judicial Outreach 
Commission, the Alaska Court System's Law Day Steering Committee, 
and the Alaska Teaching Justice Network. She also serves as co-chair of 
the Alaska Bar Association's Gender Equality Section. She is married to 
Randall Simpson and they have a daughter, Mia. 

Justice Warren W. Matthews was born April 5, 1939, in Santa Cruz, 
California. He holds a B.A. degree from Stanford University (1961) and 
J.D. from Harvard University Law School (1964). He was in private 
practice in Anchorage from 1965 through 1977. He served as a member 
of the Board of Governors of the Alaska Bar Association, the Alaska Bar 
Ethics and Unauthorized Practices Committee, and the Supreme Court 
Criminal Rules Revision Cpmmittee, He was appointed to the Alaska 
Supreme Court on May 26, 1 977. He served as Chief Justice from 
October 1987 to September 1990, and July 1997 to June 2000. He was 
former Board Member and Second Vice-President, Conference of Chief 
Justices. He was chairman, Alaska Judicial Council, October 1987 
through September 1 990, and July 1997 to June 2000. He served on the 
Alaska Sentencing Commission, 1990 through 1993. He resides in 
Anchorage. He is married to Donna Matthews. They have two children. 

Justice Robert L. Eastaugh was bom in Seattle in 1 943 and first 
traveled to Alaska in 1944. In early 1946 the family permanently returned 
to Alaska, where his parents had been bom. Justice Eastaugh was raised 
in Juneau, where his father, F.O. Eastaugh, and grandfather, R.E. 
Robertson, both practiced law. Justice Eastaugh graduated from Juneau- 
Douglas High School in 1961. He holds a B.A. in English Literature from 
Yale University and a J.D. from the University of Michigan Law School. 
He was admitted to practice law in Alaska in 1968. He was an Alaska 
Assistant Attorney General from 1968 - 1969 and an Assistant District 
Attorney from 1969 - 1972. He was in private practice at Delaney, Wiles, 
Hayes, Reitman & Brubaker, Inc. between 1972 and 1994. His 
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professional emphasis was on appeals. Governor Walter J. Hickel 
appointed him to the supreme court. He took office on April 1 8, 1 994. He 
has been co-chair of the Alaska Supreme Court's Fairness and Access 
Implementation Committee since 1998, has been a member of the Alaska 
Supreme Court's Appellate Rules Committee since 1985, chaired an 
Alaska Court System committee that revised personnel rules and 
procedures on discriminatory harassment, and was a Bar Examiner for the 
Alaska Bar Association in the early 1980's. He was a charter member of 
the Advisory Committee on Rules of Practice and Internal Operating 
Procedures for the Ninth Circuit, serving from 1983-1992. He chairs an 
Alaska Supreme Court committee to reduce appellate delay. He has two 
grown children. 

Justice Walter L. Carpeneti was bom in San Francisco in 1945. He 
graduated with an A.B. degree (with distinction) in History from Stanford 
University in 1967, and received a J.D. degree from the University of 
California at Berkeley in 1970, where he was managing editor of the law 
review. He was a law clerk for Justice John H. Dimond of the Alaska 
Supreme Court in 1970-71. From 1972 to 1974 he was in private practice 
in San Francisco, first with Melvin Belli and then in an office with his 
father, retired San Francisco Superior Court Judge Walter I. Carpeneti, 
and his brother, Richard Carpeneti. He returned to Alaska in 1974 as the 
Public Defender in Juneau. He left that office in 1978 to go into practice 
with William T. Council, where he stayed until appointed to the Superior 
Court by Governor Jay Hammond in 1981 . He was a judge of that court 
in Juneau until 1998, when he was appointed to the Supreme Court by 
Governor Tony Knowles. He was married to Anne Dose Carpeneti in 
1969, and they have four children: Christian, Marianna, Lia, and Bianca. 

Justice Alexander O. Bryner retired on October 31, 2007.

Supreme Court Jurisdiction 

The term "jurisdiction" means a court's legal power and authority to hear particular types of cases. 
The supreme court has final state appellate jurisdiction in civil and criminal matters: 

1 . CIVIL APPEALS: The supreme court must accept appeals from final decisions by the superior 
court in civil cases (including cases which originated in administrative agencies). 

2. The supreme court may exercise its discretion to accept: 

a. CRIMINAL APPEALS, from decisions of the court of appeals or upon certification from the 
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court of appeals that the case involves a significant question of constitutional law or an issue of 
substantial public interest; and 

b. PETITIONS, from non-final decisions by the superior court in civil cases and from final 
decisions of the superior court on review of the district court's decisions in civil matters. 

3 . ORIGINAL APPLICATIONS : The supreme court may also exercise its discretion to hear matters 
in which relief is not otherwise available, including bar admission and attorney discipline matters 
and questions of state law certified from the federal courts.

Supreme Court Justices 




Chief Justice Dana Fabe has served on the Supreme Court since March 
1996 and is the first woman to serve on the court. Chief Justice Fabe was 
born in Cincinnati, Ohio on March 29, 195 1 . She holds a B.A. degree 
from Cornell University and a J.D. degree from Northeastern University 
School of Law. Chief Justice Fabe clerked for Justice Edtnond W. Burke 
of Alaska Supreme Court in 1976-77. She served as a staff attorney for 
the Alaska Public Defender Agency from 1977-81, and in 198 1 she was 
appointed by the governor to be Chief Public Defender for Alaska. She 
was a member of the Board of Governors of the Alaska Bar Association 
in 1987-88. Chief Justice Fabe was appointed to the superior court bench 
in Anchorage in 1988. She was Deputy Presiding Judge of the Third 
Judicial District from 1992-95, as well as a Training Judge for the Third 
Judicial District. She served as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court from 
July 2000-2003 and was elected second vice-president of the Conference 
of Chief Justices. She began her current term as Chief Justice in July 
2006. She is a member of the Board of Directors of the American 
Judicature Society. She currently chairs the Alaska Supreme Court's Civil 
Rules Committee, the Alaska Supreme Court's Judicial Outreach 
Commission, the Alaska Court System's Law Day Steering Committee, 
and the Alaska Teaching Justice Network. She also serves as co-chair of 
the Alaska Bar Association's Gender Equality Section. She is married to 
Randall Simpson and they have a daughter, Mia. 

Justice Warren W. Matthews was born April 5, 1939, in Santa Cruz, 
California. He holds a B. A. degree from Stanford University (1961) and 
J.D. from Harvard University Law School ( 1 964). He was in private 
practice in Anchorage from 1965 through 1977. He served as a member 
of the Board of Governors of the Alaska Bar Association, the Alaska Bar 
Ethics and Unauthorized Practices Committee, and the Supreme Court 
Criminal Rules Revision Committee. He was appointed to the Alaska 
Supreme Court on May 26, 1977. He served as Chief Justice from 
October 1987 to September 1990, and July 1997 to June 2000. He was 
former Board Member and Second Vice-President, Conference of Chief 
Justices. He was chairman, Alaska Judicial Council, October 1987 
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through September 1990, and July 1997 to June 2000. He served on the 
Alaska Sentencing Commission, 1990 through 1993. He resides in 
Anchorage. He is married to Donna Matthews. They have two children. 



Justice Robert L. Eastaugh was born in Seattle in 1943 and first 
traveled to Alaska in 1944. Tn early 1946 the family permanently returned 
to Alaska, where his parents had been born. Justice Eastaugh was raised 
in Juneau, where his father, F.O. Eastaugh, and grandfather, R.E. 
Robertson, both practiced law. Justice Eastaugh graduated from Juneau- 
Douglas High School in 1961 . He holds a B.A. in English Literature from 
Yale University and a J.D. from the University of Michigan Law School. 
He was admitted to practice law in Alaska in 1968. He was an Alaska 
Assistant Attorney General from 1968 - 1969 and an Assistant District 
Attorney from 1969 - 1972. He was in private practice at Delaney, Wiles, 
Hayes, Reitman & Brubaker, Inc. between 1972 and 1994. His 
professional emphasis was on appeals. Governor Walter J. Hickel 
appointed him to the supreme court. He took office on April 1 8, 1 994. He 
has been co-chair of the Alaska Supreme Court's Fairness and Access 
Implementation Committee since 1998, has been a member of the Alaska 
Supreme Court's Appellate Rules Committee since 1985, chaired an 
Alaska Court System committee that revised personnel rules and 
procedures on discriminatory harassment, and was a Bar Examiner for the 
Alaska Bar Association in the early 1980's. He was a charter member of 
the Advisory Committee on Rules of Practice and Internal Operating 
Procedures for the Ninth Circuit, serving from 1983-1992. He chairs an 
Alaska Supreme Court committee to reduce appellate delay. He has two 
grown children. 

Justice Walter L. Carpeneti was born in San Francisco in 1945. He 
graduated with an A.B. degree (with distinction) in History from Stanford 
University in 1967, and received a J.D. degree from the University of 
California at Berkeley in 1970, where he was managing editor of the law 
review. He was a law clerk for Justice John H. Dimond of the Alaska 
Supreme Court in 1970-71. From 1972 to 1974 he was in private practice 
in San Francisco, first with Melvjn Belli and then in an office with his 
father, retired San Francisco Superior Court Judge Walter I. Carpeneti, 
and his brother, Richard Carpeneti. He returned to Alaska in 1974 as the 
Public Defender in Juneau, He left that office in 1978 to go into practice 
with William T. Council, where he stayed until appointed to the Superior 
Court by Governor Jay Hammond in 1981 . He was a judge of that court 
in Juneau until 1 998, when he was appointed to the Supreme Court by 
Governor Tony Knowles. He was married to Anne Dose Carpeneti in 
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1 969, and they have four children: Christian, Marianna, Lia, and Bianca. 

Justice Alexander O. Bryncr retired on October 31, 2007.

In 1886, Mark Twain said, "The air up there in the clouds is very pure and fine, bracing 
and delicious. And why shouldn't it be? — it is the same the angels breathe."

Aviators rely on these kinds of accurate maps in simulators - and to stay out of danger in 
real -world scenarios. 

Models and simulators are important - they help us learn how to build aircraft and they 
replicate the experience of <http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Flying> flying an 
<http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Aircraft> aircraft as closely and realistically as possible. 

Two very famous pilots - and Apollo astronauts — Weil Armstrong and Frank Borman began 
their aviation careers with airplane models. Borman commanded Apollo 8 the first 
spacecraft to fly around the moon and Armstrong was the first person to step foot on the 
moon.

Aviation safety is improving in here in our state and across the nation because of 
Alaskan- led development of new aviation and space surveillance technology. 



Now, for those of you who think you might be interested in aviation, the industry needa 
people like you to be pilots, flight instructors, air traffic controllers, mechanics and 
engineers .

Statewide Poll Shows Little Support for Juneau Road/Ferry Project 
Alaskans Prefer Local Projects and Will Not Use the Road to Contact Legislators 

Anchorage, AK - A new statewide poll shows that Alaskans prefer by a 79% to 11% margin that the state 
spend money on local transportation repairs, maintenance, and upgrades rather than on the $374 million 
Juneau Road/Ferry Project. The poll also shows that by an even higher margin, 81% to 13%, Alaskans do 
not plan to use the proposed road/ferry project to access the legislature in Juneau. Southeast Alaska 
residents alone backed local repairs, maintenance, and upgrades over the project by a smaller margin, 
63% to 26%. The poll, conducted by Anne Hays Research fwww.havsresearch.com) . was taken on 
November 9-12 and is available at http://www.aktranspDrtation.org/press-releases/november-19th-2007 , 

The Juneau Road/Ferry Project, a holdover transportation project proposed by the Murkowski 
Administration, consists of 50 miles of new road that would end at a new ferry terminal on the east side of 
Lynn Canal, 1 8 ferry miles from Skagway. Travelers would then take ferries to Haines or Skagway. The 
proposed road route is along very steep terrain prone to avalanches, rockfalls, and landslides, so a good 
portion of the project will be among the toughest - and most expensive per mile - road construction 
projects in the country. 

"These poll results demonstrate that the Juneau Road/Ferry Project is not a priority for 8 of 10 Alaskans, 
and that almost no one in the state plans to drive to Juneau. Governor Palin should cancel this expensive 
project and use the money for essential transportation repairs and maintenance, which only will increase 
with permafrost melting and increased flooding caused by climate change," stated Walt Parker, 
Anchorage-based former head of the state's Department of Highways (now Alaska Department of 
Transportation) under Governor Jay Hammond. 

Lois Epstein, Director of the Alaska Transportation Priorities Project, a non-profit, statewide 
transportation "watchdog" organization stated that "the legislature needs to hold oversight hearings on 
what would not be funded if the Juneau Road/Ferry project moves forward, including transportation 
projects that would benefit the trucking industry and relieve congestion in and en route to Anchorage." 

Much of the $244 million in currently-unidentified funds for the project will come from the state because 
federal transportation funding is in decline, resulting in Alaskan transportation needs being cancelled, 
delayed, or scaled back to fund the Juneau Road/Ferry project. Using general fund money could affect 
non-transportation priorities, such as funding for education and municipal revenue sharing. Important 
state transportation projects that may have inadequate funding should the Juneau Road/Ferry Project 
proceed include the Glenn/Seward Highway to Highway connection in Anchorage, upgrading the Parks 
Highway to allow for year-round truck travel, and ensuring the safety of existing roads and bridges, 

Hays Research Group conducted the poll as part of a survey of 400 residents statewide, and the margin of 
error is +/- 4.9%. Only approximately 1 in 10 poll respondents didn't know or refused to answer the poll 
questions.

I am writing you to express my support for art addition of $1 million in funding for the University of 
Alaska's budget for the School of Fisheries and Ocean Sciences program aimed at preparing Alaskans 
for jobs and careers in trie fishing industry and fisheries management 

It is my understanding that this funding will be used as matching funds to leverage an additional $5 million 
in private grant funds. I believe this would be money well-spent to improve the quality of fisheries related 
programs the University provides as well as Increasing the number of Alaskans prepared to manage the 
fisheries that are so important to this state. 

I might also mention that in the reauthorized MSA there is a new provision (Section 109) that among other 
things is focused on improving education and training on marine resource professions among coastal 
community residents of Alaska and Hawaii. The Section is much more detailed and I can provide you 
with exact language if you like. The main point I wanted to make though, is that funding this program will 
go a long ways toward the University to start "filling the pipeline" with Alaskans who are prepared and 
qualified to enter marine resource professions. 

In closing I ask that the request by the University of Alaska for $1 million for fisheries be funded in full.
